YALE'S FRESHMEN WIN RACE 


THREE CREWS BREAK THE TwWo- 
MILE RECORD BADLY. 


Harvard Ran Second, While Cornell 
Lost—Beat the Best Previous 
Time. 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y.. June 23.—Three 
crews of freshmen on the Hudson this even- 
ing smashed to smithereens all previous 
eae for freshmen on a two-mile course, 
= put up one of the hottest inter-colle- 
giate races ever witnessed in this country. 

A crowd of sturdy Yale freshmen rowed 
the two-mile course in 9:19% seconds; a 
trifle lighter crew of Harvard freshmen 
fought them every inch of the way, and 
finished a trifle over two lengths behind 
them in 9:26%, and the ‘Cornell freshmen, 
whose college record is that none of its 
freshmen crews has ever been beaten be- 
made finished a length behind Harvard in 

The best previous record for two miles 
was 9:41, made by the Columbia freshmen 
crew of 1894, at New London in 1891. While 
the conditions here are better for fast 
time than they are upon the Thames, and 
while, therefore, some allowance should 
be made for the much better exhibition 
tcday, today’s race was a very remarkable 
one, all three of the crews having lowered 
the record, the last crew in the race—Cor- 
nell—doing so by 11% seconds. All three 
of t crews used every pound of power 
in their boats at every stage of the two 
miles, and each crew at some period of the 
race, was in the lead.

DANGEROUS FIRB IN NEW YORK 


BIG BUILDING BURNS WITH LOSS 
OF $250,000. 


Blaze Was Near a Primary School and 
the Children Came Very Near 
Stampeding. 


New York, June 23.—Fire that caused a 
loss of $250,000 and called out most of the 
firemen in the city, broke out this after- 
noon in the large seven-story building at 
the northeast corner of Greenwich and 
Laight streets. The flames taxed the. fire- 
men to their utmost, and the interior of the 
building was destroyed. 

The first floor and ba#ement were occU- 
pied by the wholesale wine and liquor 
firm of B. Dreyfus & Co., and from the 
second floor to the roof. R. E. Dietz & Co. 
carried on the manufacture of metal lamps, 
lanterns, oil and gas stoves. This concern 
has a branch in Chicago. One hundred 
and fifteen hands were employed by the 
ecencern, and of this number fifteen were 
young women and girls. 

How the fire started is not known. It 
broke out on the third floor in a small 
storage room. The first intimation was at 
1:35 p. m., when the automatic fire signal 
sounded.

THE WEATHER. 


During the past twenty-four hours there 
has been practically no change iu the ai- 
mospheric pressure in the districts to the 
east af the Rocky mouu.ains.

A.trough of 
low barometer extended from the south- 
west to the upper lake region. The weather 
continues very warm south of the Missouri 
an Ohio valley. In the lake region and in 
the northeast it is relatively cool.

HEAT KILLS IN NEW ORLEANS 


Thermometer Shows 96 in the Shade 


with No Air Stirring. 


New Orleans,’ June 23.—For three or four 
days New Orleans has suffered intensely 


from a hot wave. 

Sunday the thermometer registered 96 in 
the shade and Monday and yesterday it 
crept up to 98 with little air stirring. The 
effect has been disastrous and there have 
been probably fifty prostrations within 
that time and eight or tem aeaths, 

This morning there has been little or no 
relief from the torridity of the atmosphere 
and intense suffering has resulted. 

The police today have received reports of 
a score of horses and mules that had been 


/prostrated. Last night half the population 


remained up half the night because the 
heat was so oppressive that sleep Was al- 
most impossible. The demand for ice has 
been extraordinary and the factories are 
unable to supply all who apply. 

This afternoon there were scores waiting 
about the doors of the ice factory crushing 
and crying for their supply. The city and 
hospital ambulances have been kept busy 
within the past twenty-four hours. 

W. 8S. Dudley, who was found dead in bed 
this morning as the result of the heat, was 
one of the best known cotton factors and 
club men in «the city. The other deaths to- 
day were:

TOATLANTA NEAT 


Eighth Reunion of Confederate 
Soldiers To Be in Gate City, 


MAS WON BY A LARGE VOTE. 


Tom Cobb's Stiring Speech Tuned the 
~ Tide for Georgla’s Capital. 


Old Warriors from the Empire State 
of the South Captured the Prize 
and Marched the Streets 
Behind Fife and 
Drum. 


Nashville, Tenn., June 23.—(Special.)—The 
eighth reunion of confedérate veterans will 
be held in Atlanta. 

By a vote which caused the stone walis 
of the immense auditorium to re-echo, the 
association of United Confederate Veterans 
decided late this afternoon to give to Geor- 
gia the next reunion, and the victory was 
won after a battle in the trenches with the 


forces of Louisville and the allied powers © 


of Maryland, North Carolina and Tennes- 
see. 

When the forces of the enemy capitulated 
there came a scene seldom witnessed in 
any assembly hall. With a shout of victory 
at the announcement, the old soldiers of 
Georgia who were seated upon the platform 
jumped to the floor, formed in fine under 
a half dozen. bullet-pierced flags and 
marched up the aisles to the fife tune of 
“Dixie,” an@ the rattle of tie Augusta 
drum corps. General Clement A. Evans 
stood over the speakers’ desk waving: both 
arms and emitting a series of rebel yells 
which sounded above the dull roar below. 
The delegations from Florida and South 
Carolina had surrounded Commander-in- 
Chief Gordon and were ringing his hands 
in congratulation of the decision in favor 
of Georgia and his own. decision not to 
give up the leadership of the association, — 


the Georgia ranks, Colonel A. J. West, 
Thomas R. R. Cobb, Colonel L. P. Thomas 
and other enthusiastic Georgians made up 
another chorus which continued to cheer 
until the session adjourned. 

" fhe enthusiasm of the whole gathering 
was spontaneous, because the victory for 
Atlanta was unexpected. 

Before the convention of the afternoon 
session I had@ a talk with General Evans 
and he rather doubted the advisability of 
putting Atlanta’s invitation before the as- 


sociation, as he had heard that a mafority - 


of .the camps had been pledged to Balti- 
more, and he did not care to take defeat. 
It was late in the afternoon before the 
vote carre.. General Evans was the first to 
get the floor and handed to the secretary 
the official invitation of the city council of 
Atlanta and that of Mayor Collier with the 
resolution of Alderman Woodward which 
authorized the invitation. The speeches of 
invitation had been limited to. five minutes, 
but before he began talking General Evans 
had the crowd with him, and when he had 
finished they were almost clinched. 
Colonel A. J. West followed in a speech 


which presented the advantages of Atlanta 


as a convention city. It was an eloquent 


plea and brought over a number of doubt- 


ful delegates. 

But the dramtic incident of the day was 
the speech of Thomas R. R. Cobb. He was 
with the Georgia division as the represen- 
tative of the Sons of Confederate Vete 
erans. His speech came like an electric 
shock. It stirred up the sentiment for 
the lost cause more than any other ineci- 
dent of the day, and the name of the young 
orator, his magnetic presence and happy 
hits caught up the old soldiers, and at the 
end of every sentence they sent a tornado 
of rebel yells in his direction. When he 
closed a scene of confusion came, and the 
adjacent delegations stampeded to . the 
Georgia crowd, calliug for Cobb and ask 
ing to shake his hand. 

As order was restored Colonel David 
Zable, of New Orleans, jumped up to sec- 
ond the nomination of Atlanta. This was 
a surprise to the Louisiana delegation, 
which had planned also to get the associa- 
tion. 

General J. A. Chalaron, the 
eater of the Louisiana Tigers, 
the name of New Orleans, 
member of his camp seconded the nomina- 
tion of Atlanzsa and this caused the gen- 
eral to withdraw New Orleans from the 
contest. 

The withdrawal of New 
plainly a strike for Atlanta.

Toledo, O., June 23.—The republican state 
convention completed its work today in a 
session of less than four hours. 

While there had been a hard ffght for 
two days for the control of the state cen- 
‘tral committee, there was every appear- 
ance of harmony and enthusiasm today. 

The two contesting districts were de- 
cided in favor of the Dick candidates ,ana 
this showed that the state committee stood 
17 for Dick and 4 for Kurtz. 

Senator Hanna was not only congratu- 
lated on the result, but all the delegates 
were seeking admittance to his apartments 
for conferences. Governor Bushnell not 
only accepted the situation complacently 
before the convention assembled by hav- 
ing friendly consultations with Senator 
Hanna, but he also made a strong speech 
of acceptance in the convention. When 
Governor Bushnell declared “in spite of 


the statements of the democratic press, 
I accept,” there was a loud demonstra 
tion. 

In the organization of the state central 
committee this afternoon, Governor Bush-

retary. Senator Hanna returned to 
~ Cleveland this afternoon and will soon be 
back in Washington. Governor Bushnell 
remains here till tomorrow. The two lead- 
ers had a friendly meeting before sepa- 
rating, and it is understood that they have 
reached an agreement on the organization 
of the state executive committee. 

The feature of the convention was the 
speech of Senator Hanna. Governor Bush- 
nell, Lieutenant Governor Jones, Genera) 
Grosvenor and others who spoke had been 
frequently heard, but Senator Hanna was 
not known before in his own state as an 
orator, although he had for years heen 
recognized as a leader in management 
and organization. Wis delivery was elo- 
quent and forcible and he captured the 
convention by his commanding oratory. He 
was enthusiastically cheered and congratu- 
lated more on his effort today than on 
his triumph of yesterday. 

The platform affirms the principles in 
the national platform, indorses the ad- 
ministration, sympathizes with Cuba and 
favor Hawaiian annexation.

GORDON IS STILL COMMANDER 


HE WAS UNANIMOUSLY RE- 
ELECTED AMID CHEERS. 


General Gordon Will Deliver His Fa- 
mous Lecture Tonight at the 
Large Tabernacle. 


Nashville, June 23.—The morning trains 
today brought several thousand people to 
the city to attend the annual reunion of 
the United Confederate Veterans. The 
weather is very pleasant and the visitors 
are being handsomely entertained. 

A business meeting was held at the taber- 
nacle in the morning, at which reports 
were presented and General John B. Gor- 
don delivered an address reviewing b's, ad- 
ministration. 

Wher. the business meeting in the taber- 
nacle today was called to order by General 
John B. Gordon. prayer was offered by 
Rev. D. C, Kelly, of Columbia, Tenn. 

General Gogdon then delivered his ad- 
dress, prefacing it with an announcement 
of his intention to resign as general com- 
manding. 

“Mr. President and Comrades: Permit me 
with few words to return the commission 
with which you have honored me for eight 
years, and by unanimous yote. With in the 
next few hours you will elect my successor. 
When this duty is performed by you I 
Shall gladiy take my place by those un- 
titled heroes who so grandly bore the bat- 
tie’s brunt in the stern work of war. Such 
a step voluntarily taken ought not to be 
considered a strange condescension bv 
any man. To me it is a privilege. It was 
as a private that I enlisted as a soldier on 
the first indication of approaching war. It 
is true that the partiality of my comrades, 
which has followed me from that hour to 
this, did not permit me to serve in that 
honorable and self-sacrificing position. 
But, Mr. President, through al! the vicis- 
Situdes of war, amidst its lights and its 
shadows, its glories and its gloom, I never 
lost sight of for one hour of my obliga- 
tions to the private soldiers. From first to 
last, in all those years of alternate vic- 
tory and defeat, of hope and despair, my 
heart was ever paying its spontaneous 
tributes to the matchiess fortitude of that 
intrepid band, who, shoeless, half clad and 
hungry, marched. on fooy- suffered on | 
picket and bravely defied the battle’s car- 
nage from the beginning to. send of 
nae struggle.without one nym }of dis- 
contént. Bir, if IT had the pow would 
erect to the private soldier 48 most 
splendid memorial that gratit@de could 
suggest, genius could plan or 
but I am 


record a tribute worthy of them, and such 
as my own coavictions and emotions 
prompt; but my words are too feeble for 
that. There is- one thing, however, which 
I can do. I can lay at their feet the com- 
missions which they won for me in war 
and the honors with which they have 
crowned my life in peace. I can promptly, 
as I shall proudly, take my place in their 
now thinned and rapidly dissolving ranks. 

“In conclusion, my comrades, let me hope 

that the wise conservatism, the spirit of 
magnanimity whic’: is always the bright- 
est gem in the crown of courage, will mark 
your career in the future as they have in 
the past. On another memorable occasion 
when speaking as southern representative, 
I said, in substance, let us all hope that 
the day is not distant when. every section 
will recognize the monumental truth that 
both sides fought under written constitu- 
tions guaranteeing the same monuments 
of liberty; that every drop of blood shed 
was the price freely paid by the soldier for 
his inherited beliefs and cherished con- 
victioas; that every uniform worn by the 
brave—whether its color was blue or glay— 
every sheet of flame from the ranks and 
rifles of both; every cannon shot that shook 
Chickamauga’s hills and thundered 
around the heights of Gettysburg; every 
patriotic prayer or sigh wafted heavenward 
from the north or south; every throb of 
anguish in patriotic woman's heart; every 
burning tear on woman’s cheek; every ten- 
der ministration by her loving hands at 
the dying soldier’s side—all, all were con- 
tributions for the up-building of American 
manhood; for the future defense of Amer- 
ican freedom.”’ 
, When General Gordon had concluded his 
address a motion that General Joseph 
Wheeler be requested to nominate General 
Gordon -fer re-election was’ made and car- 
ried. General Stephen D. Lee, who had 
been called to the chair, declared the nom!- 
nations closed and General Gordon was 
unanimously re-elected. 

At the business meeting this afternoon. 
it was vcted to meet in Atlanta next year. 
The afternoon session was heli for the 
purpose of winding up the business mat- 
ters before the association. The unani- 
mcus refusal of the association to allow 
General J. B. Gordon to retire as com- 
mander-in-chief had put an end to possi- 
ble difficulties and entanglements and paved 
the way for a speedy dispositicn of the 
remaining business.

The Party Is Split Into Two Poctons fn 
the Buckeye State. 

THE LEADERS ARE FIGHTING 


Hanna Is Sore on Foraker and Foraker 
Sore on Hanna. 


THEY ARE REASY TO CLASH AT ANY TIME 


Democrats Have a Good Chance To 
Elect a United States Sena- 
tor Now. 


Washington, June 23.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—The fight out in Ohio is ex- 
citing much interest among the politicians 
of the national capital. Part of this is uue 
to the fact that it is he first general 
election under the new administration and 
part of it to the fact that the contest in- 
volves the political fortunes of Mark Hanna 
of a national character; but the major por- 
tion of the general interest in the condi. 
tions and movements in the Buckeye State 
is traceable to the belief. that, to some ex- 
tent at least, the policies of the administra- 
tion are to be shaped with regard to their 
effect upon the campaign there. 

On my return to Washington I have been 
deluged with questions about the Ohio situ- 
ation from people who knew I had been 
out there. Democrats have seemed particu- 
larly anxious to learn all about the jeal- 
ousies at work in the republican camp; 
reptiblicars have inquired feelingly con- 
cerning the extent to which the silver forces 
are acting in collusion—all have talked 
about that election and its probable effect 
upon the Cuban policy of the administra- 
tion. ° 

Cuba a Factor in Ohio Politics. 

For there is much evidence in Ohio and 
in Washington to indicate that some defi- 
nite position on the Cuban question will 
be taken oniy at such time as it may affect 
the republican cause ont there favorably. 

In response to the demand of the com- 
mercial interests of the east, Hanna has 
been fighting for delay of action. It is 
true that when the Morgan resolution was 
before the senate he made no gpeech, even 
when he saw his friend Foraker punching 
holes in his senatorial chances by, poison- 
ing the minds of Ohio voters by claiming 
and proving that the time had arrived for 
action. But Steve Elkins, his fidus Achates, 
did speak and did urge delay. That was 
in reality Hanna's speech; and after it had 
availed nothing Hanna thought Eugene 
Hale and other pro-Spanish representatives 
got the ear of Speaker Reed and persuaded 
him that the house be not allowed to act. 

But that was Hanna in his role as special 
conservator of the interests of the men 
who contributed—the eastern merchants 
and the trusts which put business above 
patriotism, above humanity, above every- 
thing else. But Hanna, as candidate for 
re-election, is a very much different per- 
sonage than Hanna as special representa- 
tive of the Spanish peace commission. 

He has found that the people of his 
state still have blood running in their 
veins. It is the same %lood, too, which 
gave the union cause so many Ohio soldiers , 
during the civil war;-and just now this 
blood fs making itself manifest in strong 
and hearty indorsement of the pro-Cuban 
‘sentiment#of that other senator from Ohio 


| who does not have'to worry over the out- 


come of this fall’s election. } 
Must Be Action with Regard to Cuba. 

Ohio wants action on the Cuban question. 
The rank and file of the republicans have 
been very loyal to the administration up 
to this time, but they are growing restive. 
Foraker’s speech has been spread broad- 
cast throughout the state, much to the 
discomfiture of his colleague, and Hanna 
finds that semething must be done. 

This explains the good reasons which 
Washington and Ohio have to expect tnat 
some step will soon be taken toward the 
recognition of Cuba’s cause. Not: that Mc- 
Kinley is any more anxious to accord that 
recognition than he has been from__—ithe 
first, nor that there is any let up in the 
pressure against recognition from the east; 
but Hanna’s fate is involved and every- 
thing must make way for Hanna. 

It is firmly believed here, therefore, that 
some time in the not far future wo will 
get some declaration with regard to Cu- 
ba. In the natural order of things—now 
that Judge Calhoun has returned and 
made report—that declaration ought to 
come soon. It may and it, may not. That 
all depends on Hanna. will come at 
such a stage in the Ohio campaign as will 
best, in his opinion, help the republican 
candidates for the legislature. 

If action favorable to Cuba doés come, 
and for the reasons suggested it seems 
probable, it will be timed solely with re- 
gard to its effect on the republican elec- 
tion in Ohio. 

The Kick About Offices. 

In another respect will the policy of the 
administration have to be changed to off- 
set the dissatisfaction in republican ranks 
in Ohio. That is with regard to the very. 
troublesome problem of offices. 

It is no secret that the failure to dis- 

tribute the plums has caused deep-seated 
dissatisfaction among the faithful, but no 
more thah has the direction which the 
plums already distributed have taken. 
- Indeed it is this feature of the patronage 
situation that is particularly troubling the 
party workers most. If there had been no 
offices at all given to Ohio people, the in- 
dividuals who are still on the anxious 
bench would have no great kick coming; 
but while they have waited in vain they 
have seen good fat things go to men who 
have never done a day’s work for the par- 
ty. : 
Ohio congressmen are pretty bitter over 
this condition of affairs and Hanna has 
‘had a lot of explaining to do. 

The run from Toledo to the state capitol 
is over the Hocking Valley road. The 
first eighty miles is interesting, first be- 
cause it is through the oil country, and 
on both sides the railroad as far as the 
eye can see there rise the gaunt derricks 
which mark, in most cases, the blasted 
hopes of the operators. This gamble for 
oil is like poker or playing the races. You 
hear a lot about the fellows who win, but 
very little of the fellows who fail to strike 
it. Almost all of these wells had either 
been failures or had died early in the game, 
bringing very inadequate returns to the 
men who had sunk the wells. y men 
yhave made fortunes in this Ohio oll coun- 
try, but more have lost.

He is a childish 
old man in his dotage, a man who has no 
place in the practical politics of the pres- 
ent. If it hadn’t been for Mark Hanna he 
wouldn’t be in the cabinet today and he 
would never have been in the senate this 
last term. Hanna saved bis life. McKin- 
ley turned over to Mark the state admin- 
istration and but for his manipulation of 
that Sherman would have been wiped off 
the political earth. I know, because I was 
then on the other side, I told Hanna and 
McKinley that there was more in Foraker 
than in Sherman,: but they were afraid 
that if Foraker came to the senate then he 
would block the game which was to put 
McKinley in the white house. Yes, Sher- 
man is too dead to consider. He couldn't 
cut a figure if he wanted to.” 

: A Lack 6f Harmony. ! 

“To come down,.té facts,” continued this 
very practical politician, “there is no very 
great harmony among republican leaders. 
The failure of prosperity to put in an ap- 
pearance is hurting us every Gay and the 
action of the democrats at Washington in 
apparently wanting the tariff bill pushed 
through at once disarms us from blaming 
them for the delay ot good times. 

‘It took an awful lot of money to carry 
the state last year when the conditions 
were most favorable. You have no idea 
how strong the silver sentiment is out in 
the country counties. If the democrats 
and other silver men join hands in trying 
to put silver men in the legislature on that 
issue, they may beat us.

I have quoted these republican leaders 
thus fully so they might themselves bear 
testimony to the conditions inside the re- 
publican ranks.

look is just now favorable. My trip through 
the state has been necessarily a hurried 
one, because the political feature was sec.

Republicans istned To Plain Words by 
the Colorado Senator. 

W. J. BRYAN FINDS DEFENDERS 


Senators Digress from the Tariff Bill | 
to Political Speeches. 


A WARNING NOTE I$ SOUNDED BY HIM 


Wool Schedule Shows That the Party. 
Is Not a Unit by Any 
Means. 


Washington, June 2%.—The republicans 
listened to some very plain talk from Sena~- 
tof Teller today—listened because they 
couldn’t help themegelves. 

Hoar endeavored to inject some politics 
into the tariff debate by making the ab- 
surd decleration that Bryan, if elected, 
would have vetoed the tariff bill. He was 
promptly called down by Mr. Allen and ser- 
eral other senators. 

Then in his forceful, incisive way, Sena- 
tor Teller told the republicans that if they 
persisted in injecting politics into the dis- 
cussion they could count on being fully an- 
swered and they might, then, get.no tariff 
bill. He declared that the republicans 
were not pushing the tariff bill in earnest, 
knowing that it would not bring the relief 
promised; if they had tried, they might 
have passed the bill thirty days ago. 

This put a quietus on Hoar. Earlier in 
the day Senator Alien and Senator Butler 
answered the criticisms made against 
Bryan for the disposition of the money 
from his book, that portion, at least, which 
went ot the populists. The defense was 
hardly necessary, however. 

As the debate over tne wool schedule 
proceeded, it developed that neither’ the 
wool growing element nor the carpet manu- 
facturers are satisfied with the schedule as 
adopted. Quay and Penrose represent the 
carpet men and are out for everything in 
sight. The western fellows are very hot 
and the bad blood has reached the boiling 
point. 

There may be a spit up over this wool 
business. OHL. 


Detail of the Senate. 


Washington, June After a contest 
lasting throughout today the senate com- 
pleted the paragraphs of the woo! schedule 
relating to raw wool and advanced into the 
features relating to manufactured woolen 
goods. The day was devoted largely to a 
discussion of the effect of tariff rates on 
the price of wool, and the speeches were 
on technical lines In the main. 

Mr. Quay made a strong effort to have 
the house ad valorem rates on third class 
wool adopted, but he was defeated 19 to 41. 
The committee rates weré then agreed to 
viz: 4 per cent per pound on third class 
wool valued at 10c or less per pound, and 7c 
rer pound on third class wool valued above 
10c per pound. This schedule was com- 
pleted up to paragraph 364, relating to 
cloths, knit fabrics, etc. 

Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, arose to a ques- 
tion of personal privilege in connection with 
the conduct of the last campaign. There 
was much interest in the statement, as Mr. 
Allen was chairman of the populist nation- 
al convention. Mr. Allen read a published 
press dispatch from Lewiston, Me., stating 
that Professor L. C. Bateman, candidate of 
the people’s party of Maine for governor 
last year, was out in an attack onsW. J. 
Bryan to the effect that Mr., Bryan’s gift 
of $1,500 to the populist national committee 
was with the distinct understanding that.

HERE ON A YISIT 


the City Again. 
HE CAME HERE 57 YEARS AGO 


Was a Fellow-Citizen Then with Wash 
Collier and Johnathan Norcross. 


WE OWNED MANY ACRES OF PROPERTY 


Much of the Land on Which Atlanta 
Is Situated Belonged to 
Him. 


—— 


“Cousin” John Thrasher, one of Atlan- 
ta’s pioneers, is in the city, which he knew 
so well in its early days when it was 
known as Terminus and when Jonathan 
Norcross, Wash Collier, the deer and the 
bear were the joint tenants of the forest 
primeval. 

The name is a household word in all 
these parts among the older citizens. 
“Cousin” John was a colleague of Colonel 
George Adair, Dr. Thompson and the others 
of that set, most of whom have joined the 
silent majority. He is eighty years old and 
he came to Atlanta fifty-seven years ago. 
He was twenty-three years old then and 
when he left his home in Newfon county 
to come up here in the woods his father 
predicted bad luck for him. “In a year I 
will have to pay you out of jail, for you 
are not going to do any good up there, 
my son,’’ said the father. 

“You know that they used to put a man 
in jail in those days if he could not pay 
his debts, and they could keep him there 
until he did pay them,” said the old gen- 
tleman last night as he sat out on the 
veranda of his nephew, Mr. Walter E. 
Hancock, at 188 Courtland street. 

The young man came to Terminus on 
December 1, 1840, to build a piece of the 
track for the old Monroe railroad. It was 
not called the Central until long years af- 
terwards. He had a partner named John- 
son and they had a contract to grade 
what is still known as the Monroe embank- 
ment, west of the gas houge. 

“I made money so fast that I told my 
partner I was going to close out. Why one 
day six niggers did enough work to make 
me $50 clear. That seemed to me to be 
making money too fast. They were paying 
Us part cash and part stock in the com- 
pany. So I took my stock and went down 
to McDonough, where I traded it off for 
goods, and all sorts of things, including 
a gold watch and a carriage. I came back 
and opened a store where the First Pres- 
byterian church is now and things went 
on finely with me and I made money right 
along.”’ 

“Cousin”’’ John then told of the first strike 
that ever occurred here. ‘‘I was working 
about twenty-five white men and perhaps 
as many young negroes. The negroes drove 
the carts. The white men I paid $16 a 
month and thty boarded themselves, It 
was hard work, I confess. One morning 
when I blew the horn they came marching 
up and walked right by me, calling out 
that they would not go to work unless they 
got more wages.

What, then, is to be done? In an able 
article elsewhere Hon, James W. Rob- 
ertson traces the history of democratic 
tariff legislation and party platforms. 
He shows that beginning at the initial 
point democrats stood at the ports to 
raise the amount necessary for the 
government. Taking the Aemocratic 
platform of 1896, which demands that 
“such dutiés ‘be so adjusted as to ope- 
rate equally throughout the country, 
and not discriminate between class or 
section,” it is found to be consistent 
with that of 1840, the principle of which 
was reaffirmed by every subsequent con- 
vention down to the war, which said 
“that justice and sound policy forbade 
the federal government to foster one 
branch of industry to the détriment 
of another, or to cherish the interest 
of one portion to the injury of anoth- 
er portion of our common country.” 


Here is democratic doctrine proving 


that the party has been consistently 
and uniformly committed to the princi- 
ple of raising revenue by imposts. To 
escape from it is a physical impossibil- 
ity, and the question, consequently, nar- 
rows itself down as to whether $500,000,- 
000 a year is to be so raised as to go 
into New England’s pocket exclusively, 
or, in the language of 1840, repeated four 
consecutive times and affirmed in 
1896, be raised so ag not “to cherish 
the interest of one portion to the in- 
jury of another portion of our common 
country.” Free trade is unalterably out 
of the question. 

The warfare of the democracy has 
been against abuses of governmental 
power, against the fostering of trusts 
and monopolies under the guise of ta- 
riff legislation In the furtherance of this 
fight against class privilege and abuse 
of law, the democratic contention has 
been to restore tariff legislation to its 
legitimate purpose of raising revenue, 
which, as before stated, would still re- 
quire a tariff higher than it should be, 
and under the shadow of which there 
ig still wide room for protection—inci- 
dental protection as the democracy re- 


‘gards it, and to the distribution of 


which the democratic principle quoted 
of 1840 should be applied. The trou- 
ble with our esteemed Albany contem- 
porary is that it seems to confound the 
work of amendment now going on in 
the senate with the work of enactment, 
which will take place when the main 
question is ordered. 

The tariff bill now under discussion 
is republican in that it is for the pro- 
tection of favored classes at the expense 
of all other interests. It is, in a word, 
the very acme of legislative infamy. 
The democrats of the senat@, in the 
preliminary stage, are but trying to 
bring the bill into conformity with dem- 
ecratic principles. They are seeking 
to eliminate the foundation stone of 
protection to trusts and monopolies, and 
to make its incidental benefits uniform 
throughout the country. The apparent 
division among democratic senators has 
the basis of unity: each one—Vest, 
Jones, Bacon and others—is injecting 
into it the element of local wants so 
as to make its benefits uniform. This 
right of amendment is one of the most 
valuable prerogatives of the minority, 
which, when they have exhausted, they 
may unite against the completed work 
as being still unacceptable. 

The republicans have adopted a poli- 
cy of protection for protection’s sake, 
altogether divorced from the necessity 
of revenue. This party has led to such 
schemes of robbery and corruption as 
to be appalling, benefiting favored in- 
dividuals and sections and robbing those 
not so favored for their benefit. The 
creation of a republican tariff bill is 
but the work of,log rolling between 
those who have the power to influence 
legislation. The democrats, on the oth- 
er hand, with no alternative for rais- 
ing the revneue save through the ports, 
are committed to do so, having in view 
the actual requirements of the govern- 
ment and the uniform distribution of 
the inevitable benefits so as to fall, as 
does the rain, upon all alike—a conse- 
quence of their citizenship, and not be- 
cause of the presence of an attorney 
at the council table. The republican 
plan is wicked, unpatriotic, unjust— 
whilst the democratic plan is as just 
as taxation can be made between man 
and man and section and section. 

The Constitution speaks upon this 
subject thus at length because there is 
much misunderstanding as to the status 
of tariff legislation, for the pur- 
pose of showing its accord, not only 
with the tariff declaration of 1896, but 
with that of the fathers who first set 
the pace for democracy in the first half- 
century of the country’s existence. A 
tariff for protection is wicked and un- 
just, while a tariff for revenue, hon- 
estly distributed, is absolutely essen- 
tial. In the language of the national 
democratic platform of 1896— 


“WE HOLD THAT TARIFF DUTIES 
SHOULD -BE LEVIED FOR PURPOSES 
OF REVENUE, SUCH DUTIES TO BE 
SO ADJUSTED AS TO OPERATE 
EQUALLY THROUGHOUT THE COUN- 
TRY, AND NOT DISCRIMINATE BE- 
TWEEN OR SECTIONS, AND 
THAT TAXATION SHOULD BE LIMIT- 
ED BY THE NEEDS OF THE GOvV- 
E HONESTLY AND ECONOM- 
ICALLY ADMINISTRED.” 


The Budding of Debsism. 

The discussion of Debsism, from 
whatever standpoint, shows it to be un- 
fortunate business at best. 

The Constitution has already drawn 
attention to this development of popu- 
lar discontent, and suggested the only 
remedy—a restoration to! the people of 
the conditions under which they may 
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ifying the man. The effects we see on 
all sides—in the stoppage of accumula- 
tions and the eking out of a bare sub- 
sistence which have been forced upon so 
many people. Dissatisfaction with the 
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| work of government has created a field 


for socialism—a plant which, under 
normal conditions, would never have 
gained a foothold in this country. 

The remedy proposed by these delud- 
ed people is worse even than the dis- 
ease, in that it fosters a tyranny worse 
than any which has ever obtained foot- 
hold in the history of the world. Com- 
munism brings in the majority as the 
master, and the majority, being im- 
personal, has aiways been the worst of 
tyrans. The single satrap has 4a 
heart which may sometimes be reach- 
ed, and he has intervals of common 
sense, when he may do something of 
good for those who are subject to him. 
The majority is moved like an ava- 
lanche rolling down an Alpine preci- 
pice—regardless of whom it rolls over 
and irresponsible to any power, as it is 
insensible to any appeal. Under the 
control of the majority, individualism 
becomes lost and the performance of 
the slightest action as a concession to 
compulsion becomes a tribute to tyr- 
anny. Community rule is distructive 
of every incentive to effort, reduces all 
to a common level, and would lead back 
to a nomadic and pastoral state of ex- 
istence, 

The conditions which have driven hon- 
est American workmen to even think 
of such surroundings, as already point- 
ed out, have been the result of legisla- 
tion in which corruption has triumphed 
over patriotism. Even among those 
who have had their eyes blinded to 
the facts, there is an awakening to the 
fact that reform must come. 

A recent issue of The New York Jour- 
nal of Commere and Commercial Bul- 
letin, an organ so close to Wall street 
as to make its utterance peculiarly sig- 
nificant, paints a picture of rottenness 
in the national capital worse than any 
which has appeared in the columns of 
the opposition. Speaking of the triumph 
of the sugar ring in the senate, it says: 

All restraints having been removed from 
senatorial speculation, there ought to be a 
great boom in the business of stock bro- 
kers in and around the United States sen- 
ate. We see no reason why a ticker should 
not be set up in the “marble room.” No 
broker or newspaper correspondent can be 
compelled to testify against a senator, or 
to give an investigating committee the 
names of persons from whom information 
may be cbtained. Corporations having fa- 
vors to get from the senate may make 
contributions to the campaign funds of 
individual senators, and any interrogation 
of their officers on this matter will be held 
by the courts to be irrelevant. If the ques- 
tions relate to bribery the witnesses will, 
of course, be protected by their constitu- 
tional right to refuse to criminate them- 
selves, and if they do not relate to bribery 
the courts of the District of Columbia will 
hold that they are not pertinent. Besides 
all this, it happens curiously enough that 
witnesses before investigating committees 
never get legally summoned. It is doubtful 
if the sergeant-at-arms knows how to le- 
gally summon a_ witness; probably the 
courts of the district know how, but they: 
will never divulge it. A senator cannot 
now be convicted of speculating in sugar 
certificates on tips given by the trust at 
the time that he is voting on the sugar 
schedule unless he makes an affidavit to 
that effect and accompanies this with 
strong corroborative testimony. 

With such a state of things as this 
in existence, is it any wonder that 
Debsism should have secured a hear- 
ing? When men in high places run 
riot, when extravagance, greed and 
corruption join hands, and when the 
people are forgotten, there is danger 
ahead indeed. 

The Debs theory, however, is_ evil 
rather than good, but its existence may 
serve to point out the evil; and the rem- 
edy—a lawful and constitutional one— 
is in the hands of the people themselves, 
who can wield it with terrible power 


if they will. 
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The Situation in Ohio. 

The most exciting political baitie of 
the present year will be fought in the 
state of Ohio. Upon the issue of this 
engagement depends the political des- 
tiny of Hon. Mark Hanna, who is straijn- 
ing every nerve to retain his recently 
hard-earned seat in the senate of the 
United States. 

But the senator from Ohio is not en- 
thusiastic over the outlook. He real- 
izes that something more is needed be- 
sides the support of his own party or- 
ganization, and that before he can suc- 
ceed himself in the upper branch of con- 
gress he must first overcome the oppos- 
ing strength of Ohio’s democracy. Since 
the late presidential campaign the cause 
of democracy in the Buckeye State has 
been steadily growing, and, notwith- 
standing the fact that one of Ohio’s fa- 
vorite sons now occupies the presidential 
chair, there is widespread discontent 
throughout the state over the failure of 
the administration to redeem its 
pledges. From present indications the 
next state legislature will be overwhelm- 
ingly democratic, and, if such is the 
case, it means that some good Ohio 
democrat will succeed Hon. Mark Han- 
na in the United States senate on March 
4, 1899. 

Speaking of the situation in Ohio, 
The Cincinnati Enquirer observes that 
the democracy of that state presents a 
solid front to the enemy. Says The 
Enquirer: 

Unlike the republican leadership, the 
democrats of Ohio are in harmony this 
year. The great mass of the party is regu- 
lar and enthusiastic for a commanding 
prgaciple. The “union of the democracy 
is perhaps the unanimity of distres« It 
represents the people who are suffering 
from hard times, which the McKinleys and 
Hannas and Grosvenors promised to abol- 
ish like magic. It speaks for those who 
insisted that the only evil for which there 
was a government remedy was the financial 
mismanagement. The silver cause has lost 
no friends in eight months. but has gained 
many thousands of adherents in that time. 
Who does not remember the speeches Ma- 
jor McKinley made from the porch of his 
residence in Canton promising that a pro- 
tective tariff would be the immediate re- 
suit of the triumph of his party, and that 

e tariff would be the means of 
restoring prosperity? Who does not re- 
x how the money question was

Is This Prosperity? 

Instead of improving the condition of 
trade and business, the present admin- 
istration has simply made bad matters 
worse.

What is most significant in regard 
to the foregoing table is that a large 
percentage of the laborers now out of 
employment have lost their positions 
through default of the promised wave 

‘of republican prosperity. It was sound 
ed from the housetops by republican 
orators last fall that as soon as the is- 
sue of the campaign was settled in fa- 
vor of the single gold standard 
every factory and business institution 
in the country would begin to feel the 
awakening touch of better times and 
that such a wave of commercial: pros- 
perity would pass over the land from 
east to west as the people of this coun- 
try had not experienced in years. Un- 
doubtedly a wave.of some kind has pass- 
ed over the country since McKinley's 
inauguration, but instead of being a 
wave of prosperity and rejoicing, it has 
been a wave of demoralization and dis- 
tress. It cannot be said that the repub- 
lican party has not had time to redeem 
its promises, for these promises were 
made to be redeemed for the most part 
on the 4th of last March. What has 
become of the vitalizing touch which 
the present administration was to im- 
part to the country? Is it possible that 
the republican party is pawerless to 
restore prosperity after ‘ts profuse de- 
clarations of last summer? Such is, !n-

Quay’s Son. 


There’s one good thing to be said about 


Benjamin Harrison, former president of | 


the United States. The following news 
item was not printed during his adminis- 
tration, although Senator Quay tried hard 
to justify its publication at that time: 
“Chicago, June 21.—Former Lieutenant 
A. G. C. Quay, of General Brooke's staff, is 
now captain. He was promoted by Presi- 
dent McKinley last week, over the heads 
of 120 first lNeutenants in the cavalry army

Charlie Ross. 

The death of Christian K. Ross in Phila- 
delphia the other day brings to mind once 
more the story of his lost son, search for 
whom has agitated the entire world. On 
July 1, 1874, Charley, Ross, then four years 
old, while playing in front of his father’s 
home, in Germantown, near Philadelphia, 
was taken Into a buggy by two men under 
pretense of taking him for a ride, and 
carried beyond the reach of parents, as 
well as detectives. 


The father immediately offered a reward 


of $00 for his return, but this only elicited 
an anonymous communication in which it 
was stated that he could not be returned 
for less than $10,000. The distracted father 
promptly replied by a “personal” in The 
Philadelphia Ledger that he was ready to 
negotiate to the extent of his ability. In 
a circular letter issued nine days after 
the abduction by the Philadelphia police 
the following description is given of the 
two men engaged in the abduction: “One 
wore a broad-brimmed straw hat, much 
worn and sunburned. The other wore a 
high-crowned, dark straw hat. One had 
a light, sandy mustache and a rather red 
nose and face, was about thirty years of 
age and five feet eight or nine inches high. 
The other was about five feet ten inches 
high and wore a full brown beard.”’ 

With such a description it was not at all 
surprising that many; cases of mistaken 
identity followed. Arrests were made al) 
over the country, but nothing came of any 
of them. Finally the city authorities of 
Philadelphia offered a reward of $20,000 for 
“such information as would lead to the re- 
covery of the boy and the arrest and con- 
viction of his abductors.” This was the 
means of gaining the services of Allan 
Pinkerton and his men, m addition to those 
of the regular detectives of the country. 
On the 2th of September, 1874, Pinkerton 
announced that the case had got the better 
of him, and that he was willing to relin- 
quish the reward of $20,000. 

It came out at this time on the testimony 
of the family physician that Mr. Ross was 
‘in a condition of prostration in which he 
was unable to concentrate his thoughts or 
express his meaning.” In the meantime 
the work of ‘‘discovering’’ the stolen boy 
want on in the same unsatisfactory man- 
ner. Finally a number of clews led the 
police of this city to believe that William 
Mosher and James Douglass, two notorious 
river thieves, Were the kidnapers. The 
two men were killed at Bay Ridge, L. L., 
on October 14, 1874, while trying to burg- 
larize a house. 

‘Mr. Ross issued a circular, in which he 
expressed the belief that the two dead 
burglars were the abductors of his son, 
and offered a reward of $5,000 for the return 
of the child and no questions asked. This 
was on December 23, 1874. To this day no 
word has ever peen received of the missing 


boy. wt 


Black and Tan.

The First Boycott. 

Captain Boycott, who became famous by 
being the first man subjected to the “boy- 
cott”’ in Ireland, died today. He was about 
fifty-five years old. Captain Boycott was 
an agent for several landed proprietors in 
County Mayo in 1880. The peasants could 
not pay their rents, and Boycott made him- 
sélf unpopular by forcing their collection. 
Mr. Parnell urged the people to send op- 
pressive landlords and agents ‘‘*to Coven- 
try.”” Boycott was the first upon whom 
the method was tried. He was unable to 
get men to harvest his crops, which rotted 
in the field; his domestic servants left him, 
and tradesmen refused to sell him pro- 
visions. He was eventually helped out by 
the “emergency men,’”’ who were organized 
to give relief in such cases.

In 1816 the fourteenth congress, at its first 


session, “‘redu taxes and slight changes 
were made in the tariff.’ “Some indica- 
tions appeared during the. debate of a 
growing feeling among the republicans 
(whe were afterwards called democrats) 


that the tariff ought to be so arranged as - 


to give protection to manufactures, which 
had sprung up in America during the war’ 
of 1812. This congress was divided politi- 
cally as follows: Senate, 12 federalists, 
9? democrats; house, 67 federalists, 115 dem- 
ocrats. 

In 1818 the fifteenth corgress, at its first 
session, “abolished the internal taxes which 
had been imposed during the war’ of 1812, 
and the president, James Monroe, in his 
message “recommended a protective tariff.” 
A compromise was effected “by the pas- 
sage of a bill continuirg for seven years the 
tariff of 1816, on cottons and woolens, which 
was slightly protective.’ This congress 
was composed of sixty-seven federalists and 
162 democrats, 

In 1820 the sixteenth co ess at first ses- 


‘gion considered the tariff, and “a protec- 


tive tariff was passed by the hause but re- 
jected by the senate." In this the 
democrats had twenty-six majority in the 
senate and 103 in the house, 

In 1822. ait second session, the seventeenth 
congress “defeated bills designed to in- 
crease tariff duties.”’ In this congress there 
were in the senate seven federalists, forty- 
one democpatz; in the house, fifty-eight 
federalists and 129 democrats. 

The eighteenth congress met December 
1. 1823, and President Monroe in his mes- 
sage ‘“incidentaily recommended protec- 
tion,’’ and though the democrats had a ma- 
jority cf thirty-two in the senate and sixty- 
nine in the house, the “loose construction- 
ists,"* as they were called, were in the ma- 
jority, and “‘the tariff of 1824 was adopted 
by very small majorities.” This tariff was 
an advence on all preceding tariffs in its 
consistent design to exclude foreign com- 
peting goods from American markets. 

In 1828 the twentieth congress, with thiriy 
seven federalists and tleven Whigs iff tne 
senate, and eighty-five federalists and one 
hundred and twenty-eight democrats -:ni 
the house, passed the “protective tariff of 
1828,”" which gave rise in the south to the 
nullification movement. 

With the tgyiff of 1828 closes the compil- 
ation as to legislation, and begins the rec- 
ord of platform utterances. 

The first national democratic tronven- 
tion assembled in Baltimore on March 22, 
1832; Andrew Jackson was the nominee for 
president, and the first resolution in the 
national platform was as follows: “Resotv- 
ed, That an adequate protection te Ameri- 
ean industry is indispensably to the proes- 
perity of the country; and that an aband- 
onment of the policy, at this period, would 
be attended with consequences ruinous to 
the best interést ef the ration.” 

Jackson was elected on this platform by 
a majority of 150 electoral votes over Clay, 
Floyd and Wirt. . 

In 1836 Martin VanBuren was the demo- 
cratic candidate for president, without a 
piatform. In 184 VanBuren was again the 
democratic candidate for president and the 
following is the tariff plank of the plat- 
form adopted: 

“‘Resolved, That justice and sound policy 
forbid the tederal government to foster one 
branch of industry to the detriment of an- 
other, or to cherish the interest of one por- 
tion to the injury of another portion cf 
our comrmncn country.’’ 

This plank of the 1840 platform was incoc- 
porated in the national democrutic plat- 
forms of 1844, 1848, 1862 and 1856. 

In the presidential election of 1866 the 
democratic party split, Breckenridge being 
the candidate of one wing and Douglass of 
the other; neither of the platforms adopted 
mentioned the tariff, but both reaffirmed 
the principles of the Cincinnati platform 
of 1856, in which was incorporated the 
tarif® plank of the platform of 184. 

The platform of 1864, with McClellan, the 
candidate, did not mention the tariff. 

Horatio Seymour was the democratic can- 
didate for president in 1868, and the plat- 
form adopted wontained the following: 
“A tariff for revenue upon foreign imports, 
and such equal taxation under the interna! 
revenue laws as will, without impairing the 
revenue, impose the least burden upon and 
best promote and encourage the great in- 
dustrial interest of the country.’ 

In 1872 the democratic party again split, 
and those who supported Horace Greeley 
for president approved the following dec- 
laration on the tariff, found in the sixth 
plank of the liberal republican platform: 
“Recognizing that there are in our midst 
honest but irreconcilabie digerences in opin- 
jon, with regard to the respective systems 
of protection and free trade, we . remit

A STRONG ARRAY OF SENTIMENT 


Populists Explain That Their Conven- 
tion Is as Large as Could Have 
Been Expected at This 
Season of the 
Year. 


Great changes are going on within the 
populist party. The revolt from Butler 
—or rather the war between Butler 
and Watson—is not the only change that is 
going on in the party’s ranks. 

A complete reorganization of the party 
seems imminent. Leading populist editors 
of the country in letters which will be 
printed in The People’s Party Paper today 
will advocate such a course. 

The populist leaders are now busy ¢- 
plaining why the convention of Tuesday 
was not the great enthusiastic gathering 
of populists that was expected by the mna- 
jority of the people. 

A few of the leaders claim that the con- 
vention was all that was. expected and ' 
that every purpose,of the call was accom- 
plished. 

They say that the convention was called 
simply to select delegates to the national 
conference at Nashville, and that those del- 
egates were elected. That it was expected 
that the convention would adopt resolu- 
tions against fusion and that their every 
expectation was more than realized in this 
respect because of the fact that only two 
men opposed the anti-fusion resolutions. 

The leaders further say that Tom Wat- 
son is still the power that holds; together 
the populist masses in Georgia. They as- 
sert that the statement that Yancey Car- 
ter was tle new leader was disproven, 
when all but two of the delegates voted to 


‘kill the resolution which he introduced and 


fought so hard to pass. All of them admit 
that Carter is a potent factor, but the de- 
feat of his resolution and the victory of the 
principles supported by Watson is argued 
by them to be a proof that the love and 
trust of the populists is still with Watson. 

Nearly all of the populists left town ear- 
ly yesterday morning and very few of them 
could be seen. Colonel J. H. Traylor, of 
Troup, who acted as chairman of the con- 
vention, thought that the convention was 
as’ enthusiastic and large as could have 
been expected. He and several others were 
talking over the convention yesterday morn 
ing and all agreed that Watson had gained 
a victory though absent. The unanimous 
opinion seemed to be that there was noth- 
ing significant in Watsun's absence. He 
had given no reason for his failure to be 
present, but his friends claim that he didn’t 
want the action of the convention to bear 
the stamp of his dictatorship. The dele- 
gates knew his convictions on the fusion 
question as he had expressed them so often 
and he thought they would act just as well 
with him away. If such were his thoughts 
he was correct, for his views on the fusion 
question were fully carried out. 


Busy Season Interfere1. 
Colonel Traylor and other leaders say 
that the attendance would have been larg- 
er, but this is a very busy season with the 
farmers and many of them had no money 
to spend in coming to Atlanta merely to 
elect delegates to the national conference, 
especially as they had already sent in 
their sentiments on the fusion question.

' JUDGE SPEER WILL NOT ACT HAS- 
TILY IN THE CASE. 


He Will Try To Protect the Great In- 
terests Involved from Sudden ° 
Shrinkage. 


», As announced in yesterday's Constitution, 
Judge Emory Speer, of the United States 
district court, at Macon, will hear the 
complaint against the Southern at some 
date to be fixed by him later, probably in 
the fall some time. 

Judge Speer wrote a letter to the attor- 
neys for the complainants, informing them 
that he would not act precipitately in the 
matter, but would act with deliberation in 
order not to injure the property of the de 
fendants. ; 

The paper which was filed with Judge 
Speer was similar to the one presented to 
Governor Atkinson, which was published 
in full in The Constitution recently. . It is 
noticeable that the name of the Acme 
Brewing Company is not on the HNst of 
petitioners. There are nine firms and in- 
dividuals signing the petition asking for 
an investigation of the control exercised 
by the Southern railway over the Central 
of Georgia, the Georgia Southern and Flor- 
ida, the Atlanta and Florida and the Geor-’ 
gia Midland and Gulf. The petitioners are 
the Dunlap Hardware Company, the Macon 
Sash, Door and Lumber Cempany, the 
Waxelbaum Company, W. A. Davis & Co., 
Mayer & Watts, Marshall J. Hatcher, Ben 
L. Jones, C. C. Stratton and W. B. Sparks. 

The petitioners allege that Macon is 
bottled up in the matter of rates, charging 
that by reason of the control which the 
Southern exercises over the Central and 
the Georgia Southern and Florida they de- 

rive the competition in rates at Macon. 

his, they allege, is in violation of the 
constitution of the state of Georgia, and 
they ask the federal court to investigate 
the question and pass such an order as 
will put an end to such control. 

The attack on the Southern has attracted 
wide attention throughout the countrv. 
The state papers have discussed the case 
ms ag and the prevailing sentiment: is 
that the Southern is not controlling either 
the Central or the Georgia Southern and 
Florida, as they are in active daily compe- 
tition with the Southern. The question of 
competition is one of fact more than of 
Jaw and is susceptible of demonstration, 
if it really exists, as is declared by ship- 
pers everywhere. 

A railway official stated yesterday that 
before the reorganization plans of the sev- 
eral railroads were perfected the opinion 
of a number of the leading lawyers in 
Georgia were obtained. They looked into 
the plans and studied the law and the 
interests of the several roads were pro- 
nounced to be clearly within the provisions 
of the constitution. 

“Tt is best to have this question settled,”’. 
said a state official yesterday. “It is best 
for the Southern and best for the people 
to have it finally determined and removed 
from politics.”

The Fifth Regiment Left Last Night 
for Nashville.

426 MEN WERE ON BOARD 


Brilliant Display at the Carshed When 
the Trip Was Begun. 


CAMP -LIFE BEGINS THIS MORNING 


Beneath Georgia Colors the Gallant 
Fifth Will March in Saturday’s 
Georgia Day Ceiebraticn. 


The soldier boys of the Fifth regiment 
left last night at 9 o’clock for Nashville 
and the fuir. 

Eleven cars, gayly decorated with na- 
tional colors and bunting, were crowded 
with the soldiers and officers. As the train 
pulled out of the union depot a loud cheer 
that shook the building went up from the 
throats of a large multitude which had 
gathered to bid the boys goodby.

PECULIAR CASE OF MRS. SMITH 


SHE DIED FROM THE EFFECTS OF 
POISON. 


Took What She Thought Was Quinine, 
but It Was Strychnine 
and Killed Her. 


A peculiar case which has passed without 
public attention having been called to it is 
that of Mrs. Georgia Smith, a young wo- 
man nineteen years of age, who died at the 
home of her husband, No. 10 Henry street, 
from the effects of some powerful poison. 

Sunday afternoon at about 5 o’clock Mrs. 
Smith was taken sick and from that time 
on through the night she grew rapidly 


worse. 

The certificate filed in the office of the 
board of health gives the cause of death 
as poisoning. Soon after Mrs. Smith’s 
death, Coroner Stamps was notified and 
called a jury for the purpose of holding 
an inquest. At first it was the supposition 
that Mrs. Smith had been poisoned by some 
one who had murderous intentions. Coroner 
Stamps made a thorough investigation of 
the case and after carefully considering the 
evidence in hand the jury rendered a ver- 
dict of death by poisoning through mis- 
tuke. It seems from a statement made by 
Mrs. Smith while she was lying at the 
poing of death and while perfectly con- 
scicus, that she was feeling ill Sunday af- 
ternoon and took what she supposed was 
quinine. 

The box from which the medicine was 
supposed to have been taken was found in 
the yard ard tendered to the jury as evi- 
denc: in the case. 

Though the coroner’s jury worked hard 
it failed to find any evidence which tended 
to show that Mrs. Smith committed suicide 
and it is said that she herself denied this. 
* It was equally as impossible for the jury 
to find any evidence which would warrant 
it in returning a verdict of death from 
poisoning administered by another with 
murderous intent. 

Dr. Awtry declined to discuss the case, 
but said death was caused by poison.

DETECTED BURGLAR 


SLAYS A WOMAN 


Mrs. Springs Is Murdered if Cold Blood 
at Lexington. 


NOISE AT WINDOW AWAKES HER 
‘ cose 


Opening Her Eyes, She Sees a Man 
Standing in Her Room. 


HER SCREAMS FOLLOWED BY A SHOT 


‘Ball Strikes the Victim Over the Eye, 
Causing Almost Instant Death. 
The Assassin Escapes.

Lexington, N. C., June 23.—(Special.)— 
One of the most atrocious crimes ever 
committed in the history of the state Ooc- 
curred at Lexington early this morning. 

A burglar entered the room where Mrs. 
Alex Springs wag sleeping and murdered 
her. 

At 8:20 o’clock this morning Mrs. Springs 
was awakened by the noise of a window 
opening. As she raised up from the bed 
she saw a man standing a few feet from 
her. She gave one loud scream. 

Almost simultaneously the burglar pulled 
his pistol and fired. The bullet crashed 
into her brain just above the eye. She 
fell back, 
wound in her temple, and died without re- 
gaining consciousness. 

Her husband was sleeping in the bed with 
her. He was awakened by the pistol shot, 
and sprang from the bed just in time to see 
the man jump through the window and off 
the porch. 

The murderer was a white man; that is 
all he knows. He can hardly identify him. 
He reached his wife just as she breathed 
her last. 

The sleeping town was aroused and small 
parties were soon in search of the assassin 
but he could be traced only a short dis- 
tance from the house. 

Bloodhounds were sent for and put on 
the track, but the murderer has not been 
caught, ;

Several suspicious-looking characters 
were lying around town last night, who 
has disappeared this morning. : 

A window at the house of C. T. Ford 
was raised and man entered the sleeping 
room where Mrs. Ford drew a gun on him. 
He fied. The burglars also attempted to 
enter the Mountcastle and Raper resi- 
dences, but were unsuccessful. 

The motive of the murderer was un- 
doubtedly robbery, and it is believed the 
murderer was one of a gang of professional 
burglars. 

The town and entire section is in a fever 
heat of excitement, and if the murderer 
is caught, he will be summarily dealt 
with on the spot. 

Mrs. Springs was the wife of the pro- 
prietor of the March house, the leading 
hotel, and she and her husband are related 
to many of the leading families of this sec- 
tion. Thé polichi/thyat surrounding towns 
are on the outjook for the criminal, and es- 
cape will be’ difficult.

Our Loose Criminal Laws. 

Editor Constitution—The timeliest and 
most level-headed editorial I have seen 
in your columns in many a day is the one 
in Sunday’s paper headed ‘‘Lyncher and 
Lawyer.”’ There is no doubt but that at 
times the lawyer has inspired the lyncher. 
The people generally know but little about 
the technicalities of law, “of the ways 
trat are dark and the tricks that are 
vain,” but they do understand what is im- 
plied when a criminal has been adjudged 
guilty by a jury and sentenced to be 
hanged by a judge. When the court, at 
great pains and expense, has done its 
duty, the lawyer steps in to undo what 
has been done. A change of venue, motion 
for new trial, the insanity dodge, newly 
discovered evidence, ‘appeal to a higher 
court, all these things have been repeated 
over and over again in this state until the 
manner of procedure has become a stench 
in the nostrils of the people. The*effect 
is to lessen thé respect of the public for 
our courts because they seem to be power- 
less to enforce their mandates; and many 
lawyers are beginning to be looked upon 
as enemies rather than the conservators of 
law and justice. It is so. if a criminal is 
sentenced by a court of proper jurisdiction 
in Georgia, nobody has the confidence to 
believe that he will be promptly punished. 
Delays and motions by lawyers are per- 
mitted to go on indefinitely, and in some 
cases prevent entirely the execution of 
sentence. In sume cases it is hard to 
decide whether lyncher or lawyer has done 
more to bring our courts into disrepute. 

When the ends of justice are defeated by 
the machinations of lawyers whose aim 
geem to be sometimes only to screen the 
guilty, the people feel outraged, and it is 
this very feeling that turns their thoughts 
to Judge Lynch with a view of doing what 
the courts seem unable to do. There is 
evidently something wrong. Thousands of 


good people believe that “too much rope” 
ig given lawyers in the courts. and that 
this accounts, in a measure, for the rope 
that is sometimes used outside the courts,

‘Prime on the Crop Situation. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Chicago, June 19, 1897.—The country has 
experienced the present week all sorts and 
conditions of weather. 

The ink had hardly got dry on my .ast 
letter when we entered a heated term ef 
great severity and over an exceedingly 
wide area which covered a period of nearly 
four days, and it seemed aimost as if the 
country was in for a drouth and that our 
prospects which seemed so encouraging 
ior an, average crop were about to be 
blasted. The results go to show how ut- 
terly foolish it is to make predictions 
about the final outcome of a crop season. 

This intense heat has been followed by 
the widest arem of rainfall that we have 
experienced since the growing season 
commenced. As there was no frost in the 
ground to amount to anything last winter, 
the earth dries out very quickly and the 
surface moisture is absorped almost in- 
stantly. Hence in a_ season like this 
showers frequent and copious are abso- 
lutely more essential than in a@ season 
which has been preceded py deep frosts. 

When I wrote you last Sunday (12th in- 
stant) things in the ground were in a 
rather doubtful situation. Corn was late 
and making very slow growth. Oats were 
heading out short and the spring wheat 
was at a standstill. The only crop which 
seemed to be holding its own was the win- 
ter wheat. 

The winter wheat harvest is fairly com- 
menced in the extreme as well as the 
southern areas of the belt. The demand 
for the new crop to which I have referred 
more or less for the last thirty days, 
promises to be more than ver:fied. 

Large winter wheat millers, who have 
been standing idle and only running many 
of them an half time, have their agents 
literally in the fields ready to take the 
crop just as soon as it is threshed and ship 
it directly to their own mills, and I think 
it will be a long time before we will see 
any accumulation at our large grain cen- 
ters of this new crop. 

The corn prospects have certainly im- 
proved the present week. One thing must 
be borne in mind, however, that we have 
by no means the stand of corn that we 
did in 1895 or 1896, and [I do not see any- 
thing that points at this writing to more 
than an average crop. 

The oats are heading out short and the 
crop will not be as large as that in 1896. 

There has been a general improvement of 
the spring wheat cutlook during the last 
ten days. This comes from the change of 
cool to hot forcirg weather. Stocks of old 
wheat in farmers hands are about all gone.

Atlanta, June 23.—The Liverpool market 
reopened this morning after a holiday 
since last Saturday upon a fairly satistac- 
tory basis. Futures before the New York 
opening showed an improvement of % tu l 
point, with sales of 10,000 bales of spots, re- 
necting a continued active demand trom 
spinners. Spot quotations advanced 1-32d, 
This \fact, together with the continued 
firmness of the spot market in this country 
is a very encouraging feature in the situa- 
tion. The New York market opened un- 
changed to 2 points off all deliveries ex- 
cept July, which showed an opening loss of 
4 points. The market held very steady un- 
til further cables from Liverpool reported 
the development of some weakness there, 
which precipitated a decline in values, the 
final close being 5 to 8 points under yester- 
day’s close. Private cables state the Liv- 
erpool market was adversely affected by 
continued glowing crop reports and  ad- 
vices of rains where needed.

Wheat had a strang opening. The poss!- 
bility of a squeeze in July had been further 
stirred up since the close yesterday by a 
report that, in aadition to transfer of 
1,000,000 bushels long July wheat, which 
had been explained as simply “evening up,” 
the transactions of one or two other houses 
had similarly turned over contracts for 
long July wheat of a like amount. The 
trade was allowed to draw its own ccn- 
clusions from such unusual proceediugs, 
ané their object was generally accepted 
as boding no good to the shorts in the 
July wheat. The course of prices in the 
first hour showed that very clearly. July 
opened at 68%c, compared with vester- 
day’s closing price of 68%c, and almost im- 
mediately sold at 69%c. Then a reaction to 
685gc occurred. There was still some 
traders who were not affected by the fears 
of a “corner,” and who had the courage 
to sell short on the bulge. The market, 
however, was naturally too strong to be 
affected by them, and so soon as the sell- 
ing ceased, prices bounded to sec. 
Weather was threatening further delay to 
the winter wheat harvest from rain. That 
was another item in the early bull :n- 
fluences. The northwestern receipts were 
only 179 cars, against 37l_a year ago. Late 
cables from Liverpool reported a recovery 
from the opening of 4d decline, which was 
caused by the advance at Chicago. Wash- 
ington and Oregon were claimed to be 
giving favomble accounts owing to fine 
weather; so fine, in fact, that they ex- 
pected a heavier yield than ever before. 
Export clearances of wheat and fiour 
were equal in wheat and flour to 290,000 
bushels. The apprehension of a bull deal 
in July lessened toward the end of the 
session, and its strength began to disap- 
pear. The market generally worked down 
to 69%c, but took a sudden spurt before 
the ciose to 69%c. The closing price was 
69%c bid. 

Corn was rather heavy to begin with, be- 
cause of the favorable weather for the 
crop. Shorts, however, were not very ag- 
gressive and the market was sluggish un- 
til rumors of reductions in freight rates 
were circulated, when the market became 
quite weak. September liquidation was 
prominent. Receipts amounted to 474 cars. 
July opened a shade lower at 24%c, sold a

Another Yor tn the Crusade Made 
“by the Police. 
TWO WAIFS HAVE “FRIENDS” 


Sent from the Home eS the Friendless 
to Private Places. 


WHAT A MOTRER HAS TO SAY ABOUT IT 


The Scene at the Police Barracks Yes- 
terday When the Patrol Wagon 
Brought in the Children. 


Yesterday afternoon the patrol wagon 
made a trip from the Heme for the Friend- 
less to the police barracks and when it 
pulled up at the latter place it contained as 
passengers two little children; a part of 
the: lot which has been.in the custody. of 
the police for the past two days. 

Judge Calhoun had decided that there 
were circumstances surrounding two of 
the lNttle* waifs which permitted .of: their 
being turned over to persons who were 
considered proper custodians for them, and 
he issued an order directing the Home for 
the Friendless to place little Harry Stewart, 
aged four, in the custody of Mrs. Pressly 
Hampton, who resides at No. 316 Auburn 
avenue; and Fannie Dickey, aged three, in 
the custody of O. G. Kelly, who resides at 
No. 144 South Boulevard. 

The children were accordingly brought to 
the police barracks, where they were turn- 
ed over to their new guardians. 

A Pair of the Waifs. 

When the patrol wagon drew up at the 
barracks the little boy was up in front 
trying _to help the driver manage the 
horses. He is a bright and precocious 
child and talked glibly about his trip as he 
was being helped from the wagon. 

“My name is Harry Stewart,’’ he said, 
Me is tired of 
staying in that ‘place out yonder. Home is 
a heap better.’ 

But the little fellow did not go home, but 
to a new place, where he will have to make 
new friends and adapt himself to his sur- 
roundings, 


How They Are Located.

The move to turn the two children over 
to new guardians came up as sort of 
sensation and was wholly unexpected. As 
stated by the recorder it grew out of the 
fact that these children had ‘friends’ 
who were willing and able to pay for their 
proper maintenance. As it was merely the 
object of the police authorities to see that 
the children were well taken care of, a 
good private boarding house was as accept- 
able as the Home for the Friendless. It may 
be that some more of the same class of 
unfortunate children will be looked after 
within the next few days. 

The next matter of interest in connection 
with thesé waifs will be the habeas corpus 
hearing which will come up in the state 
courts today. If it is held that the police 
had no right to take charge of the chil- 
dren then all of them will be turned over 
to their parents.

He 
thought the upset price, if any, should be 
only a nominal amount and that the cash 
payment should be gmall, so as not to 
keep bidders and proposed purchasers away 
from the sale. He wanted an early sale 
and believed that two weeks would be a 
sufficient time for the sale to be advertised. 

Judge John Akin agreed with Captain 
Anderson and urged that the sale occur as 
soon as possible.

PAT JETT FILES {iIS SUIT 


HE WANTS $5,000 FROM ATLANTA 
RAILWAY COMPANY. 


The Suit Has Been Tried Before and 
the Jury Gave the Plaintiff a 
Verdict for $1,000. 


Pat C. Jett is suing the Atlanta Railway 
Company in the first division of the city 
court for damages he alleges he received 
several months ago as a result of an ecci- 
dent to his team at the corner of Walton 
and Forsyth streets. The case was taken 
up yesterday mcrning and consumed the 
entire day in Judge Reid’s court. It will 
be resumed this mcrning and contiaqued 
until a verdict is reached. 

The case igs now being tried for the 
second time, at the first trial a verdict 
having been rendered for the plaintiff in 
the sum of $1,000, but a new trial was 
granted and the case set and reached 
again yesterday. The plaintiff is repre- 
sented by Arnold & Arnold. 

Jett claims that he was driving his 
team up Walton street, and had passed 
the First Baptist church, in front of which 
an electric car on the Chattahoochee line 
was standing. He says this car and the 
building on the corner obstructed his 
vision, and it was impossible for him to 
see the car that was approaching on the 
line of the Atlanta railway, which -was 
running down Forsyth street. He says the 
car was running at the rate of twenty 
miles an hour, and that after the motor- 
man saw the team he made no effort to 
stop the car. Defective brakes are claimed 
and it is said the car was not supplied 
with any menmns for sanding the track. 

The road claims that Jett was nof look- 
ing out for the car, and was negligent in 
that. Jett sues for $5,000, placing his in- 
juries in that amount. The case will hard- 
ly be concluded today. 


DEFENDANTS MUST SHOW CAUSE 


Rule Nisi Was Granted Agairst the 
Capital City Stables Yesterday. 
Application for receiver was filed yester- 
day by Rosser & Carter, representing W.

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DIDN’T KNOW WHAT TO DO 


Thought He Had Discovered a Com- 
plication of National Proportions. 
Interstate Moonshine Story.

A very interesting and humorous com- 
plication was developed in the arraignment 
of three Haralson.county moonshiners be- 
fore United States Commissioner Broyles 
yesterday. 

The moonshiners were brought here from 
Alabama yesterday morning and it was 
in the neighboring state that the compli- 
cation arose which, though laughable to 
the people not directly interested, Wasa 
very serious matter to the three men who 
were made to suffer by the ridiculous situa- 
tion. 

The three men were T. J. Davidson, his 
son John Davidson and Leonidas Leather- 
wood. These men were caught by a depu- 
ty marshal in Alabama and carried before 
a United States commissioner in_ that 
state. 

The men were escapes from Georgia and 
the commissioner didn’t know what to do 
with them. He placed them in jail while 
he studied the law on the question. He 
sent off and borrowed lawbooks and for 
nearly a month wrestled with the great 
question in law presented to him in the 
case of the three Georgia moonshiners, but 
he couldn't solve the problem. After read- 
ing nearly a hundred volumes of law, he 
gave up the struggle and ordered his depu- 
ty marshal to bring the men to Georgia. 

The deputy arrived here with the men 
yesterday morning and carried them be- 
fore Judge Broyles. The men seemed de- 
lighted when they saw the familiar face 
of Judge Broyles, who had bound them 
over so often before, and who they said 
had enough sense to try a prisoner when he 
got him. They all waived a hearing and 
gave bonds of $390 each. 

The story of the arrest and the escape of 
the men is interesting. Over a month ago 
Deputy Marshal Dukes captured the men 
while they were operating a still in an 
immense canebrake in Haralson county. 
He started to bring his prisoners to At- 
lanta, and came to Freeman to get on the 
train. Arriving at Freeman he left the 
three prisoners on the platform of the de- 
pot while he went inside to buy the tickets 
for the party. He had no sooner stepped 
inside than the three men ran. They pet 
flew, and when the deputy came out wit 
his four. tickets his prisoners were over a 
half mile away. 

Mr. Dukes was determined to get the 
men, and he began to trace them to their 
hiding place. He finally located the men 
in Alabama. It is unlawful for a deputy 
marshal to go outside of his state to make 
an arrest and he sent the warrants for the 
men by a deputy marshal in Alabama. The 
result has been told. 

The men are not very complimentary in 
their references to the Alabama commis- 
sioner.
